4.  To  raise  money  to  pay  interest  on  the  school  fund 
note  for  the  year  ensuing. 

5.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
to  defray  expenses  of  decorating  soldiers'  graves. 

6.  To  see  how^  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
to  defray  expenses  of  Old  Home  observance. 

7.  To  rai--e  money  to  make  and  repair  highways  and 
bridges. 

8.  To  raise  money  to  defray  necessary  town  charges 
for   the  year  ensuing. 

9  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  sufficient  to  obtain  state  aid  for  the  per- 
manent improvements  of  its  highways. 

10.  To  raise  money  to  repair  Notch  road. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money  to  in- 
sure Library  books.

Brown  and 
running  as  far  as  road  is  laid  out.
